According to one report from the W2MIG Net, Jim stated that due to 
interdepartmental problems, his wife Kirsti will not be given permission 
to operate from S2 prior to her departure to Australia on November 3rd. 
Jim will remain behind but with the understanding he will not operate 
until S21A makes the inaugural QSO. No foreign operators will be allowed 
to operate until S21A operates first. S21A is awaiting a complete 
station being supplied by INDEXA. The equipment was to be shipped Nov. 
1st and is expected to arrive in Bangladesh in about 6 days. After S21A 
operates there should be plenty of S2 on the air. UPDATE 11/3: It was 
heard on the 21345 Family Hour Net that there should be S21 activity 
Monday or Tuesday. KYKC!!
